cane on an ox slide. Uncle William Floyd voted his first 
ticket in 1844 for Henry Clay, a Whig, He had heard the 
following "big guns! speak, Andrew Johnson, 1855, at big 
parbecue at Flat Creek, James K, Polk in 1860 at Shelbyville, 
Tenn,, John Bill, Whis Bayly Payton, Isham G, Harris, Neal 

S, Brown, Whig Aaron U, Brown (Dem. }, Bill Pold, Lean "Jimmie" 
Jones, Gus Henry (the eagle orator) and Meredith P, Gentry, 

who lived in Bedford Co,, on Sugar Creek, It was said of him 
that his limbe might get drunk,,but his head was clear. 

Whiskey got him as it did William T. Haskell. soth silver- 
tongued orators. Haskell perhaps did more for temperance in 
those days by his powerful speeches than anyone, and his 
friends tried hard to save him from the demon 'drink', He 
made temperance speeches all over the state, 


Jim Gowen has a saddle on which his father swam Tennessee Hiver, 
while serving under Andrew Jackson, Joe Gowen has a wash pot 
which was purchased. by his father in Nashville, when there was 
only one store there, Tillic Norrow has a chest which was 
presented to him by a cabinet maker in Williamson Co., for 
recovering his stolen horse from the Indians. Grandfather killed 
an Indian while serving under Jackson, While it was done in 
self-defense he always regretted it, He was behind a tree 

and the Indian hit the tree and filled his eyes with bark. 

Then was the time he shot him, He was a great hunter and 
fisherman and kept up said sport in old age. He killed a 

bear near Lynchburg, and another on Joe Gowen's place near the 
spring. He was one year older than David Crockett. Crockett 
was born on Nolichucky River, Zast Tennessee, Aug, 17, 1785, and 
died May 14, 1880, at the age of ninety-four years, five months 
and five days, He swapped old Nat Berry (colored) for Ishmael 
and got three hundrod dollars to boot, did this to get Ishmale 
and his wife Rachel together. Ishmael taught Jim Gowen to 

work, Very sleepy old darkey. Would go to sleep sitting at the 
table or anywhere in the fields, and dream that the 'thants! were 
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after him, "Hants after me, Jimmie, cut 'em loose, cut ‘em 
loose," At which request Jimmie scraped around with his knife, 
which set the old carkey right. Ishmael is buried at County 
Line, Rachel at Flat Creek, She lived to be very old, Had 
five children: vohn, Jane, Ben, Dan, and Dice, 


Grandfather Floyd. was one eyed but hardly noticeable. Grand- 
mother Floyd's father, John Watson, was crippled by a fall at 
the same place, John Watson and wife are buried at Pearson 
graveyard on tiotlow place, Wat Watson's wife was a daughter of 
the Jones who lived at Jess Coleman's place. Joe Watson's wife, 
I think, was of the sane family. Often heard Grandmother 

speak of those Joneses, 


Shelbyville's first merchant was James Deery and his goods 

were brought from Fhiladelphia and Baltimore on pack horses and. 
mules, Originally Seéford had twenty--five civil districts, but 
when Marshall County was formed, six districts were cut off to 
that county and it has but nineteen civil districts. John 
Adkinson, Barclay liartin, Howell DaudyjtJohn Lane, Daniel 
NeKissick, William Woods, Benjamin Bedford were the commissioners 
who located the town of Shelbyville, and laid off town lots. 


Shelbyville still has a Lane, Nartin, Ackinson, and Daudy Streets. 
First court house in Shelbyville was put up in 1810, It was a 
small frame structure, and stood on the Northwest corner of 
the square, It was burned and in a few years a brick court- 
house was built in the center of the public square, This was 
destroyed by the great tornado on 1830, Then another brick 
house was built on the same site. This was burned in 1863, 
while occupied by Confederate troops, Next was built our 
present magnificicnt courhouse, the best one in the state, at 
a cost of 3125 ,000,. (Supplied by Paul Gore-This building was 
burned by a drunken mob Dec, 19, 1934, in an effort to take a 
negro prisoner from officers, Rebuilt following year 1935, at 
a cost of $170,000.) George Floyd, a soldier in Spanish _ 
American War dicd in Majayjay, Phillippine Islands and was 
later brought back and buried in Flat Creek, Tenn, graveyard.

OBITUARY OF PHILS BRUCE 

Contributed by Bruce Myers, Jasper, Ala, . ; 

Taken from Minutes of the Conference of the t.ethodist Church 
held in 2627 in YC. 


PHILIP BRUCE, Ee wes a descendant of the French Protestants that 
fled to this county, as an asylum from a sanguinary persecution, 
He was a native of “orth Carolina, soldier of the revolution, 
converted to God in early life, and with a pious mother joined 
the Methodists, He entered among the travelling ministry in 1781, 
and was in due tine graduated to the office of an elder, He 
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travelled extensively on circuits and districts, and filled 
the most important stations, with honour to himself, in those 
days that tried men's souls. Being worn down by Labour and years, 
he with reluctance consent ed to take a superannuated relation 
in the year 1517; and notwithstanding the affectionate solici- 
tations of the Virginia annual Conference, composed of many men- 
bers who had been raised by his fostering hand, and others 
who had long been his peaceable and faithful coad jutors in the 
work of the ministry, to remain among them, yet such were his 
attachments to his aged mother and his brethren, who had 
moved to Blk River, Tennessee, that he left the bounds of the 
Virginia Conferencc, and spent his latter days with them; anda 
though his character passed in review before us annually, when 
the recollection of his deeds was dear to us, yet his voice 
was never heard arons us after the Norfolk Conference Or. 1814, 
Not long before his death, @ communication was received from 
him, in answer to the official solicitation of the Virginia 
Conference, for him to visit us again; in which he used these 
words: "Hany affectionate ties bind me to the Virginia Con- 
ference, Your expressions of good will have awakened the tender- 
est friendships of my soul; but it is very probable that I 
shall never see you again; for though in my zeal I sometimes try 
to preach, my preaching is like old Priam's dart thrown by an 
arm enfeclbed with ALG Indeed my work is well nigh done, and 
I am waiting in slorious expectation for my change to come; for 
I have not labourec and suffered for nought, nor “Pollowed a 
cunningly devised fable," This expectation he realized with 
triumph, on the 10th of Hay, 1826, when surrounded by his friends, 
at the house of his brother, Mr. joel Bruce, in Giles Co., Tenn. 
AQ, 
He closed his useful life the oldest travelling preacher in 
the Methodist Zpiscopal Church in the United States, except 
the Rev. F, Garrettson; and in testimony of respect to his 
memory , the Virginia Annual Conference, held in Petersburg in 
February last, unanimously resolved to have a suitable tomb 
stone erected over his grave, and appointed the Rev, T.L. 
Douglass, a special agent to superintend and have the work 
completed. :

Nathan C, Collins, a substantial farmer and stock raiser of 
Cape Girardeau County, is a native of Lincoln Co,, Tenn,, born 
on Oct. 14, 1828, He is a son of Nathan*and Mary (Wells) 
Collins both natives of N.C. born in 1784 and 1787 respectively. 
Mr, Collins served in one of the Indian Wars in his native state. 
After their marriage he and wife removed from the Old North 
State to Tennessee, and from thence in 1833 to Illinois, The 
next year (1834) they removed to Missouri, and located in Cape - 
Girardeau Co., in May of that year, Mr, Collins bought land 
and improved a farm in the neighborhood of Nathan C, Collins 
present home, He resided there until his death in 1868, His 
wife died one year later.
